Official  attention  to 
compilation  of  the  toll  of  death,  injury  and  property  was  side- 
tracked, while  all  effort  was  bent  on  care  for  the  Uving.

Honesty  in  busi- 
ness dealing.s  Is  essential  but  It  is  somrtlmes 
practised  lo  win  the  world  >s  apiJioval.  The  lugher 
honesty  is  i<>  br  hoBoak  with  oneself.  That  is 
where  the  taaic  becomes  hard  Tlurf  is  that 
lack  of  self-knowledge  which  i«  uii^  l<»  moral 
confusion  The  majority  shirk  the  task  of  even 
trying  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  themselves. 
Man,  indeed,  is  a  timid  animal.  He  Is  afraid  of 
being  humlllatad  kgr  rtc  uKnizing  that  his  con- 
selaoee  and  his  way  of  living  are  not  in  unison. 
He  fears  to  onter  the  shadow  of  sell -deprecia- 
tion. He  refisMi  to  Iggr  feMW  to  hlBMlf  biB  moral 
weaknesses. 

Honesty  with  ijnaaolf  la  practice  ot  a  viitoa 
which,  when  things  go  ill,  prevents  us  from  Oin- 
surlng  others,  from  caTiUng  about  circumstances, 
from  blaming  bad  luck.  If  we  do  all  these  things 

we  are  guilty  of  self  (l;:  l!Mni  sty.  a  feeling  which 
makes  one  the  victim  of  self  delusion.  In  effect, 
honesty  with  oneself  Is  a  condition  of  moral 
progress.  "Know  Thyself,"  aald  tha  Greek  phi- 
losopher. Whoever  does  arraigns  himself  at  the 
Judgment  seat  of  honesty,  a  process  which  Is  a 
constant  disciplining  of  the  mind,  and  some- 
times a  disregard  of  the  world's  favors.  "There 
is  nothing  an  honest  man  should  fear  more 
timorously  than  getting  and  spending  mora 
than  he  deserves,"  said  Robert  Louis  Stevenson. 
That  indicates  how  the  highest  honesty  requires 
restraint  and  impi  '  of  conduct.  With 

honesty  of  purpose  and  its  practice  In  all  rela- 
tionships there  goes  no  apprehension  of  loss  of 
reputation.  There  Is  no  need  for  any  compromise 
with  conscience.  No  doubt  men  are  differently 
endowed  In  their  spiritual  powers.*  No  one,  how- 
ever, who  respond.s  to  the  challenge  of  conssience 
can  fail  to  develop  honesty  of  purpose  an^  wel-

The  "history  of  earthquakes  alnee  tha  days  of 

the  destruction  of  Herculaneum  and  Pompeii  in 
AD.  63  shows  that  no  portion  of  the  earth's 
avrface,  whether  It  ba  land  or  water,  la  Immune. 
There  liave  been  disastrous  .shocks  in  Thrace, 
Syria  and  Asia  Minor.  In  A.D.  447  subterranean 
thunders  were  hoard  from  the  Black  Sea  to  the 
Red  Sea.  The  earth  was  convnlaad  for  six 
months,  and  in  Phrygla  cities  an4  whole  tracta 
of  trwmA  were  awallowad.  Over  900  yeara  pre- 
viou.sly  Antloch  was  overwhelmed  with  a  loss  of 
350,000  Of  its  inhabitants.  Asia  Minor  again  suf- 
fered and  Egypt  as  well  In  1346.  In  1003  Jamaica 
auatalnad  a  terrible  shock  when  the  city  of  Port 
Royal  with  a  large  tract  of  adjacent  land  sank 
M^mrooa.  Af  ttM^foUowtat  yoar  gceat  earth- 
quakes orrurred  in  Sicily  which  de.stroyed^  Ca- 
.tania  and  140  other  towns  and  villages  '  and 
'|iuseoimtad  for  the  daath  of  100,000  peraons. 

The  eighteenth  century  was  prolific  In  major 
jiarthquakea.  In  17ie  Lower  Peru  was  laid  waste 
:and  in  17S0  tha  andant  cl^  of  Ooneapcion  In 
iChlU  was  totally  destroyed.  Perhaps  the  great- 
tet  earthquake  of  which  there  is  knowledge 
Ibverwhelmai  UObon  ia  1755.  The  flrat  shock 
continued  for  six  minutes  during  which  60,000 
jMrsons  perished.  It  is  recorded  that  the  largest 
jinomitaina  in  Portvgal  ware  ahakea  frmn  their 
foundatlon.s  and  some  of  them  opened  at  their 
aummits  which  were  split  and  rent  in  a  won- 
derful maimar,  huga  maaaei  being  thrown  down 
Into  the  adjacent  valleys.  The  violence  of  this 
shock  was  .felt  In  Portugal,  Spain  and  Northern 
jAfrka,  and  tha  affecta  were  perceived  through 
pnost  of  the  countries  of  Continental  Europe  and 
.Stretched  as  far  afield  as  the  West  Indies  and 
Sto  Lake  Ontario. 

In  1759  Syria  was  agitated  by  violent  earth- 
quakes which  were  sustained  in  varying  inten- 
>alty  for  three  Mnlha.  In  that  period  the  towns 
of  Accon,  Saphat,  Balbeck,   Damascus,  Sldon, 
Tripoli  and  many  other  places  were  leveled  and 
thouaanda  mrldied.  In  ITOO  THnldad  and  Co- 
lumbia suffered  and  In  1772  the  lofty  volcano 
of  Papandayang,  the  highest  mountain  in  Java, 
{diaappearad.  In  1783  the  northeastern  part  of 
Sicily  and  the  southern  portion   of  Calabria 
were  convulsed  by   violent   and  oft-repeated 
(ahocka.  In  the  same  year  the  Islanda  of  Japan 
'suffered,  and  in  1788  Java  .sustained  heavy  dam- 
age. There  were  earthquakes  also  of  great  m- 
tenslty  \n  Sicily  and  the  Caraccaa  in  1790,  in 
Quebec  in  1701  and  in  tha  AntUlaa  and  Para  in 

1797. 

In  1811  violent  earthquakes  ahook  the  Mis- 
sissippi Valley  and  In  1813  Caraccas  was  de- 
stroyed and  12,000  inhabitants  buried  in  the 
ruins.  In  1915  the  town  of  Tombora 
island  of  Sumbawa  was  destroyed.  Cutch 
the  delta  of  the  Indus,  was  visited  by  a  shock 
in  1819  which  left  ruin  In  ita  wake.  In  1822

The  man  who  la  h(mest  with  himself  knows  the 
buoyancy  of  a  new  yigmr  In  life;  there  is  a 
beatitude  in  his  way  of  living ;  he  can  press  on 
to  the  goal  of  a  high  calimg;  he  has  an  ever- 
increasuiK  faith  through  his  responsiveness  to 
the  best  that  life  has  to  offer.  It  waa  of  such 
that  Young  wrote: 

The'  Almighty,  from  Rla  tteooo,  on  Earth 
surveys 

Nought  greater  than  an  honaat,  humble 
haart.**

ter.  It  was  incapable  of  dolnfj  any- 
thing, as  men  in  the  mass  usually 
are.  It  indulged  m  long  debates 
and  passed  impractical  resolutions; 
it  raised  and  Imposed  embargoes 
against  trade,  and  thus  aggravated 
ccmdltlons  which  every  day  were 
becoming  more  serious.  The  result 
of  the  late  election  demonstrated 
that  the  people  had  lost  confidence 
In  Congress,  and  the  new  President 
is  acting  as  though  his  confidence 
in  the  new  Congres.s  is  not  absolute.

llM  first  measuiea  of  the  new 

President  under  the  powers  con- 
ferred upon  him  are  designed  to  re- 
store the  oonfldenee  of  the  people 
In  established  flnanclal  In.Ttltutlons 
—to  convince  the  people  that  banks 
have  been  made  safe  for  the  sav- 
ings of  depositors.  There  is  an 
abundance  of  money  la  the  coun- 
try, but,  like  the  gold  fn  the  na- 
tional treasury.  It  Is  "frozen."  That 
is  to  say,  the  money  has  been  with- 
drawn from  dreulatlon,  and  than  is 

little  life  in  hu.sinr.v  Mr.  Roose- 
velt realizes  that  confidence  cannot 
be  restored  until  the  people  are 
convinced  of  the  secxu-lty  of  the 
banks:  that  it  wiU  take  time  and 
some  persuasiOB  to  entiee  the  monS^ 
out  of  the  secret  places  In  which  it 
has  been  hidden— in  some  cases 
hidden  to  ash  eans  and  stockings — 
and  aat  It  to  circulation.

In  thr  intrrrstlng  history  of  the 

United  States  there  have  been  three 
revolutions,  although  the  flrst  revo- 
lution  did  not  occur  in  the  United 
States,  but  rather  on  the  American 
continent  when  the  odonists  arose 
in  rebellion  against  the  rule  of  the 
parent  country.  The  uprising  of 
the  South  against  the  dominion  of 
the  North  was  of  course  the  first 
interiwl  convulsion,  and,  Uka  all 
fraternal  conflicts,  it  prodnoed  a 
gory  and  costly  war.

In  view  ct  the  fact  that  Gov- 
ernor Blanshartf  had  that  day. 
eighty-three  days  ago.  "taken  over" 
from  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company. 
Such  history  should  not  be  forgot- 
ten, and  it  was  with  the  object  of 
having  an  organization  that  could 
perpetuate  such  fact*  that  the  BC 
Historical  Association  had  Ixrn 
formed.  In  closing,  the  pr&iident 
extended  warm  greetings  to  His 
Honor  as  patron  of  the  ai^y  and 
other  special  guests. 

Confining  himself  to  the  history 
of  Government  House  In  Brltleh  Co- 
lumbia His  Hon<w  recalled  the  pa- 
thetlcallv  houseless  estate  of  Gov-

Miss  Margaret  Isabel  Lawrence, 
who  la  to  addreaa  tha  Woman's 
Canadian  Club  tomorrow,  is  one  of 
the  most  outstanding  of  the  younger 

wdtnen  journalists  of  Canada,  and 
has  an  unusually  interesting  family 
background.  Her  mother  .^,i^  dh' 
of  the  Mitchells  of  Castledaw.soii 
Ireland,  a  family  noted  in  tii.r 
country  for  its  early  devotion  to  the 
Irish  cause,  a  member  of  which  was 
John  Mitchell,  one  of  the  f  irat  Irish 
martyra  at  tho  ttmo  of  PamolL  Rer 
maternal  grandmother  was  a  Span- 
l.sh  woman.  H*r  father  is  Scottish, 
descended  from  the  turbulent  Hep- 
burn famif/  on  his  mother's  side. 

Mlaa  Lawrence  entered  the  mod- 
em hlatory  acbool  of  the  University 
of  Toronto,  intending  to  become  a 
lawyer,  following  the  legal  tradition 
of  her  mother's  family.  Here  ahe 
made  a  special  study  of  the  history 
of  the  feminist  movement,  fitting 
herself  for  the  platform  by  Inten- 
sive debating  during  student  days.

as  walking. 

But  If  overweight  spollR  one's  ap-

They 
worked  fakly  well  during  the  day, 
but  at  night  would  become  muti- 
nous, and  they  had  to  be  watohed 
closely. 

"At  first,  the  pumpers  were  proin' 
iaed  .ships  biscuits  and  other  deli- 
cacies, but  It  didnt  improve  mat- 
ters, as  they  would  knock  off  work 
long  before  their  time  was  up  and 
claim  the  reward.  So,  at  last,  when 
they  showed  aigna  of  weakneas, 
generous  doees  of  bamboo  stimu- 
lant were  serred  out.  ThU  was 
rather  a  rotten  way  to  treat  pas- 
aengera,  but  It  porbably  saved  their 
UVM,  as  the  boat,s  of  the  .ship  that 
were  any  good,  would  not  have  held 
15  per  cent  of  them. 

"After  a  week  or  more  of  this, 
the  Latonia  made  Port  Louis, 
Maurifiu.s.  where  ttie  coolies  were 
put  In  camp  ashore  and  the  ship 
went  inU)  drydock.  New  pJaixks 
were  fitted,  .she  was  caulked  and  re- 
coppered,  the  oooUes  reahlppad  and 
the  pasaage  continued.  About  twMty 
of  them  died  while  rounding  the 
Cape.  •  " 

FEVER  STRICKEN 
"When  the  coolies  were  finally 
landed  al  Martinique,  the 
stayed  a  few  days  there,  during 
which  time  several  of  the  ship's 
crew  died  of  yellow  fever.  We  then 
.wiled  for  a  small  port,  wast  of 
Cape  Hattien.  in  Haiti,  to  load  log- 
wood for  ftanoe.  The  entranoe  to 
thla  port  waa  less  than  half  the 
width  of  OadbOTo  Bay,  ao  the  La- 
tonia had  to  wait  for  a  wind  Mow- 
ing right  In.  or  nearly  .-to. 

"On  getting  inside,  the  .ship  ran 
on  a  shoal  in  the  middle  of  the 
harbor.  An  anchor  was  run  out 
a.steri  and  the  warp  taken  to  tlie 
capstan  Luckily,  by  this  time,  the 
wind  clianged  ahead,  with  light 
squalls,  the  topsails  and  t'gallant 
were  reset  at  the  main,  and  with 
their  help,  the  ship  came  off  with- 
out any  damage.  The  Latonia  was 
one  of  the  laat  London  veaeels  of 
any  sise  to  have  the  old-time  steer- 
ing gear,  wooden  barrel,  blocks  and 
rope.    She,  however,  steered  well. 

"After  a  few  more  days  in  port, 
more  of  the  crew  died  of  yellow 
fever.  Meantime,  niggers  from  the 
shore  were  loHdiiiK  logwood.  As 
the  men  dje<l.  .some  of  the  bodies 
were  taken  ashore.  whiJe  others 
were  Uken  outalde  the  harbor  and 
buried  at 


where  he  was  treated  with  native 
remedie.s.  After  ten  daya  he  re- 
turned on  board,  quite  reeovered. 
He  was  the  only  man  of  the  crew 
to  Uve  after  being  stricken.  There 
was  one  good  thing  about  the  fever; 
it  took  its  victima  off  quickly;  two 
or  three  days  as  a  rule;  as  soon  as 
the  black  vomit  occurred,  death 
came.  At  this  time  there  was  a 
Spani.sh  bark  at  Cajie  Haltien  that 
had  lo.st  every  member  of  her  crew. 
The  I.atonia  lo.st  .so  many  mm  that 
some  niKner  seamen  were  .sent  from 
one  of  the  larger  ports  to  make  up 
the  crew,  so  the  ship  oould  proceed 
to  Rouen,  Pranee.  whara  Z  tobk  my 
discharge."

TlxaDas 
Napier  Blbben  waa  ra^d  on  a 
Southern  plantation,  coming  West 
to  CaUfomla  to  the  covered  wagon 
days.  There  he  entered  the  service 
of  the  Crocker  .Stationery  Company 
in  San  KrHncuseo  after  unsiicce.s-sf ul 
prospecting  in  the  ({old  rii-sh  of  '49. 
Tlien.  in  1858,  came  the  famous  ex- 
ci Lenient  of  the  Cariboo  gold  rusli, 
and  he  traveled  up  to  Victoria.  It 
waa  Wlatar  when  he  arrived  here, 
howtver.  and  he  decided  to  post- 
pone his  prospecting  trip  toto  the 
Upper  Country  until  more  favorable 
weather.  In  the  meantime,  he  met 
Mr.  Carswell,  a  London  bookseller. 
The  two  entered  into  partnership, 
uiid  this  was  the  beginning  of  the 
Hibben  organlaaUon  to  Victoria. 
8TOU  CHANOBD 
The  two  partners  purchased  what 
was  known  as  KurskJ's  Book  Store, 
which  waa  continued  until  1866. 
when  Mr.  Carswell  retired  and 
.siibs<quently  Mr.  Kammerer  and 
W.  H.  Bone  entered  the  Ihrm.  Mr. 
Bone  had  been  associated  with  the 
bustoess  since  Its  inauguration,  first 
as  an  apprentice  and  finally  as  a 
partner  In  1861  a  change  from  the 
old  Yates  street  .store  to  one  on 
Oovemment  Street  was  made,  the 
final  move  being  made  into  the 
Hlbben-Bone  Block,  in  which  busi- 
ness was  conducted  imtU  the  *<»nf 
of  the  amalganatlan.  HHh  Dlg« 
son's  Limited. 

Mr.  Hibben  was  a  famlNar  Hgure 

in  Victoria  for  manv  years.  Al- 
though he  was  always  to  the  fore- 
front In  the  promotion  of  the  city's 
welfare,  yet  he  always  declined  pub- 
lic offices.  On  January  1,  1864. 
While  on  a  vi.sit  to  the  British  Isles 
he  married  Ml.ss  Janet  Brown.  Ftour 
children  were  born  of  the  marriage, 
two  aons  and  two  daiighters.  Both 
sons  J<toed  their  father  to  the  T 
N.  Hibben  Se  Co.  store.  Of  the  two 
Major  J.  P.  Hibben  Is  stlU  active 
His  brother,  Thomas  Napier,  died 
two  years  ago.

SAINT  .JOHN,  N  B.  iCPi  -Infor- 
mation at  New  York  indicates  that 
a  Saint  John  man,  Robert  Reed, 
originated  the  postage  stamp  album.

Named  tor  Queen 

THIS  minute  in  the  record  book  of  the 
Council  definitely  ettabllshes  that  Vic- 
lorla  was  never  oCOclally  called  Camosun,  but 
from  the  very  outset  was  named  in  hmor  of 
the  young  Queen.  R  Is  quite  probable  that 
the  selection  of  the  name  for  the  new  post  was 
Intended  to  secure  endeavors  from  those  placed 
In  pdUUcal  authority  to  see  to  it.  when  the 
boundary  dUpute  was  settled,  that  the  post 
remained  within  British  territory  No  British 
government  could,  with  equanimity,  fail  to 
strive  for  poesesston  of  an  outpost  if  Knplre 
that  had  been  favored  wHh  the  name  of  the 
young  sovereign. 

So  it  waa  that  In  keeptaig  with  the  Instruc- 
tlorus  of  Governor  Simp<;on.  Chief  Factor  .Jame.s 
Douglas  lef-  Fort  Vancouver  early  In  the  year 
IMS  to  expkrt  the  southern  and  of  Vaaoouirer 
Tsland  for  an  elir*hlc  irv-HMon  for  a  trading 
depot.  He  embarked  from  Nisqually  with  six 
men.  on  board  the  idwoiiar  Oadboro.  and 
mcfhndicnlly  carried  on  an  examination  of  the 
country  from  Sooke  to  Vietoria,  giving  par- 
ticular eare  to  his  expkrattan  of  Sooke  Harbor. 
Pedder  Bay,  Metchosln  and  Esquimau  Harbor. 

Of  Victoria  Harbor,  or  to  give  it  tha  Indian 
name  by  whieh  Douglas  described  It.  tMuno- 
aack."  the  vnung  factor  said.  In  his  report: 

"As  a  harbor  it  is  equally  safe  and  aocesaible 
and  abundance  oi  timber  grows  on  it  for  home 
consumption  and  exportation,  ftmn  being 
no  freeh  water  stream  of  sufBrlent  power,  flour 
or  saw  miUs  may  be  erected  in  the  Canal  of 
Camosack  at  a  pottil  adMretheehanaellsooa- 
•trlcted  to  the  breadth  of  fortv-.vven  feet  by 
two  ridges  of  granite  projecUon  from  either 


and  forests,  which  it  will  require  ages  to  level 
and  adapt  extensively  to  the  purposes  of  agri- 
culture, whereas  at  Camosack' there  is  a  large 
range  of  plains  nearly  six  miles  square,  con- 
taining a  great  extent  of  valuable  tillage  and 
pasture  land  equally  well  adapted  for  the 
plough  or  for  feeding  stock.  It  was  this  ad- 
vantage and  distinguishing  feature  of  Camo-

Site  of  Victoria 

AnVt  doaerlblng  the  other  places  visited, 
DouKla.<;  returned  to  a  further  descrip- 
tion of  what,  i&  now  the  site  of  Victoria:

We  are  certain 
that  potatoes  thrive  and  grow  to  a  large  slac. 
as  the  Indians  have  many  small  Adds  In  cul- 
tivation which  appear  to  repay  the  labor  be- 
stowed upon  them,  and  I  hope  that  the  ottaar 
eropa  wlU  do  as  well." 

Water  Scarce 

THE  report  goes  on  to  give  further  details 
as  to  how  the  waters  of  the  Oorge  could 
be  utilized  for  the  operation  of  machinery 

"The  natural  supply  of  fresh  water,"  he  adds, 
will  probably  be  found  scanty  enough  for  the 
establishment  in  dry  seasons;  but  I  think  that 
between  a  small  stream  at  the  distance  of  300 
paeei,  and  its  feeder,  a  lake  800  yards  from 
the  site  of  the  fort,  wo  may  always  depend  on 
having  at  least  a  suflBclency  of  this  indis- 
pensable element.  The  labor  of  carting  it 
from  a  distanoe  of  even  soo  yards  would,  how- 
ever, be  yefy  great,  and  I  would  therefore 
reeommend  that  wells  be  dug  within  the  fort 
of  sufficient  depth  to  yield  a  constant  and 
regular  supply  at  all  times.  This,  i  have  no 
doubt,  will  be  fomd  the  cheapest  plan  in  the 
end.  besides  the  importance  nf  having  water 
at  hand  In  cases  of  Arc.  or  in  the  event  ol  any 
rupture  with  the  nattyoa." 

In  concludhig  his  lengthy  report,  Jame^s 
Douglas  declared:  "X  am  oonfldent  that  there 
Is  no  othar  jaoapot  north  of  the  Columbia 
where  so  many  advantages  will  ba  found  com- 
bined." 

tt  was*  just  ninety  yean  ago  next  Tuesday 
'.March  14 1  that  James  Douglas  returned,  with 
men  sufficient  to  make  a  start  on  the  aonstnte- 
tlon  of  the  fort.  He  came  aboard  tha  Mafeoria 
paddle  steamer  Beaver,  which  anchored  Off 
Shoal  Point  about  4  o'clock  In  the  afternoon. 

Beyond  a  few  brief  peneUled  notes  oontalncd 
In  an  old  notebook  belonging  of  Mr  Dotiglas, 
notwng  very  definite  Is  available  on  the  actual 
founding  of  the  foK.  It  would  appear,  how- 
the  Beaver's  visit  was  In  reality  to 
mara  out  the  s*te  for  the  aatabUshment,  and 
to  enlitt  Hw  Biimmiti  af  the  Itidiasa  IS 
gathering  pickets  for  the  atockades

'   Indians  Engaged 

Amst  spending  six  days  on  the  scene,  lay- 
ing out  the  site  for  the  fort,  and  mak- 
ing a  bargain  with  the  Indians  to  cut  plekete 
for  the  stockades— at  the  rate  of  forty  for  one 
blanket- Douglas  continued  his  journey  to  the 
North,  to  proceed  with  the  rtlamantllng  of  tha 
Northern  posts. 

This  aooompUahed.  he  returned  with  an  aug- 

mented  force.  Including  Charles  Ross,  who  had 
been  Ui  charge  of  Fort  McLoughlln.  and  Rod- 
arlok  Fbilayson.  a  olailc  who  had  baoa  ata- 

tloned  for  some  time  at  the  Northern  depote. 

The  Beaver  arrived  back  at  Camosack  on 
June  1,  and  active  work  on  c^nstnietlbn  was 
commenced  without  delay.  Chief  Factor 
Charles  Ross  was  named  to  have  command  of 
tbe  new  post,  with  Roderick  Flnlayson  as 
second  In  command. 

Plnlayson,  a  young  man,  had  already  dis- 
tlngulahad  hknaalf  In  the  service  of  the  great 
company.  His  senior,  Ross,  wa.s  in  fHiiing 
health,  and  much  of  his  work  had  to  be  sboul* 
dered  by  the  younger  man. 

■rary  effort  was  made  to  lia.'ten  the  build- 
ing Of  storehouses  to  receive  the  trade  goods 
and  supplies,  and  to  efect  protective  stockades 
for  the  defence  of  the  c.stabllshment.

There  were 
cooler  and  more  ealeuMttag  splrtta.  however, 
who  had  the  control  of  affairs  and  felt  nothing 
of  the  patriotic  pride  and  indignation  of  these 
yontba.  nw  .ealraet  of  the  letter  had  been 

read  hv  McOougal  to  prepare  the  way  for  a 
preconcerted  stroke  of  management.  On  the 
'aamo  day  MeibvMi  peepossd  to  purchase  the 
whole  stock  of  goods  and  fun  belonging  to 
the  company,  both  at  Astoria  and  in  the  in- 
terior, for  HMIt.  and  the  oCTer  was  accepted. 

Pour  waglBlMer  came  Alexander  Henry  and 
David  Tboaapaon  to  convey  the  furs  overland 
to  ^ort  William.  On  the  morning  of  Wovembei 
30.  a  sail  was  deserted  dOttbMag  Oupa  XMsN»- 
pclntment  with  all  sail  spread  It  was  a  ship 
of  war  aiul  came  to  anchor  In  Baker  s  Bay. 
Wm  It  fMaad  or  foot  Bcnry  aad  Thaaiiaeu 

who  were  overseeing  the  packing  of  the  furs 
on  tbat  avaatf  ul  momii^  hurriedly  loaded  the 
caaam  with  iBaaip  tua  paaha  af  Imn,  aB  ttia 
ammunition  and  provisions  and  sciittled  three 
miles  up  the  river  to  Tongue  Point,  there  to 
wait  algaals  aa  to  tba  anUannttty  of  tba  vaaaaL 
Should  the  ship  i>i-ove  to  be  American  the

The  sight  of  the  ship  produced  a  sansatlon 
Was  it  the  long  overdue  American  vaaaal 
Beaver  or   tbe    Isaac    TV)dd7  McDougal 

liurried  to  the  water  .side,  threw  him.self  into 
a  boat,  and  ordered  the  hands  to  pull  for  the 
Ship.  Those  in  the  fort  remained  watching  the 
ve.s.sel,  anxiou,',  to  know  whether  they  were  to 
prepare  to  gnct  a  friend  or  fight  an  anasiy. 

British  War  vSloop 

THE  ship  proved  to  be  the  British  sloop  of 
war  Raccoon,  of  twenty-six  guns  and 
120  men,  commanded  by  Capt.  Black.  Iba* 
officers  of  the  Raccoon  were  In  high  spirits. 
Tbe  agents  of  the  Nor'westers.  in  instigating 
tbe  expedition,  had  Ulked  of  immense  booty 
to  be  made  by  the  fortunate  captors  of  Astoria 
Their  disappointment  knew  no  bounds  when 
they  learned  that  their  warllka  attack  upon 
A.storla  had  been  forestalled  by  a  snug  com- 
mercial arrangement;  that  the  anticipated 
booty  was  now  British  property.  Hwy  fait  aa 
If  they  had  been  duped  by  the  Nor'westers  in 
undertaking  the  expedition.  In  a  word.  Mc« 
Dougal  found  htanaelf  so  ungraciously  raoaivad 

on  board  that  he  was  glad  to  CaHjttBrt  Ma 
Visit  and  return  to  shore. 

Impatlaat  at  the  long  delay  Henry  and 
Tbompaon  stole  from  their  hiding  place  when 
nl^t  descended  and  sped  down  the  river  to 
see  what  was  happening.  There  was  a  sound 
of  singing  and  mucb  laughter  upon  the  water. 
CiirlouR,  they  traveled  on.  ,SuddenIy  o»it  nf  the 
gloom  loomed  a  cano?  upon  the  river  rocking 
vkilently.  Steering  toward  tbe  tipsy  craft  tbay 
inquired  what  all  the  sinking  and  Jollity  wai 
about.  The  startled  occupant  shouted  the  wel- 
come news  that  the  strange  ship  waa  Brfttab: 
fh.Tt  nil  the  ofTlcers  of  the  Vcesel  and  the  post 
are  gloriously  drunk  aboard.  Dipping  their 
im&am  Into  tba  sirsam  agata,  H«iry  apd 
Tlmmp.son  raced  their  canoa  Itinmigll  tb« 
waters  to  aid  in  the  welcome. 

Capt.  Black  caused  the  ship's  boaU  to  ba 
manned,  and  landed  with  befitting  stoto' SI  ^ 
Astoria.    Prom  the  talk  that  had  btpn  made 
by  the  Northwest  Company  of  the  etlength  of 
the  place  he  expected  to  find  a  f<irtress  of  soma 
Importance.     When   he  beheld  nothing  but 
atoekades  and  bastions,  calculated  for  defenea 
against  naked  Mvages.  be  felt  an  amotfoa  of 
indignant  surprise    "Is  this  the  fort."  cried 
he.  "about  which  I  have  heard  so  much  talk- 
ing? D-  ma.  but  rd  batter  H  daam  to  an 
hour  with  a  four-pounder." 
On  December  12  the  fate  of  Astoria  wm  con- 
d  by  a  reguMr  aatamuaML  Capt. 
Black,  accompanied  by  MtfTavkh.  Henry  and

We  may  be  sore  that  the  rare  "mall  days" 
were  thrilling  occasions  for  the  residents,  and 
no  doubt  the  worthy  accountant  was  a  mudh 
hsTsmed  man  uatu  the  varlons  elahnants  for 
mall  had  been  latlsfled— or  disappelnted. 

Apparently  things  were  not  entirely  satis- 
factory, for  in  1857  we  find  the  Liegislative 
Assembly  complaining  that  "the  general  poet- 
offlcc  L«i  conducted  wi'hln  a  public  building 
and  lottsrs  are  exposed  in  a  manner  which 
the  committee  does  not  deem  safe."  Sir  James 
Douglas,  the  Oovernor  and  also  chief  factor  of 
the  company,  i-eplled  to  the  effect  that  the 
Leglslatuire,  If  not  satisfted,  should  Itself  pro- 
vide the  means  for  inaugurating  a  poetal  serv- 
ice, to  the  extent  of  at  least  £S00,  say.  f  100  for 
the  poetmaater's  salary— tlOO  for  the  main- 
tenance of  a  ix)stofBce.  and  £300  for  the  carry- 
ing of  the  maUs.

First  Postmaster 

GRATITUDE,  they  say,  U  "a  lively  sense  of 
favors  to  come,**  and  81r  James  evident- 
ly reco«?ni"ed  th'.s.  for  he  at  one-  .<-r'  about 
providiiig  better  facUrMcs.  and  removed  the 
postoffice  from  the  company's  building  to  a 
small  structure  erected  .specially  for  the  pur- 
pose, constituting  Captain  Jame«  Sangster  the 
first  postmaster.  Sangster  was  already  pilot, 
harbor  master  and  c:)ll?'.-tor  of  cu.stom'-,  ?<i  it 
is  to  be  hoped  tlial  lie  drew  at  least  £100  a. 
year  for  each  of  these  positions.  He  died  the 
following  >ear,  to  be  .'urco'^drd  by  Henry 
V,'ootton,  who  carried  on  the  worii  during  the 
Sleepy  period  until  the  Pfaser  Ktver  gold  rush 
raised  It  to  such  proportions  that  not  only 


was  he  the  first  Individual  engaged  to  devote 
the  wtiple  of  his  time  to  the  postal  service  In 
British  Columbia,  but  several  assistants  had 

to  be  called  In. 

The  Arst  postmaster  on  the  Mainland  was 
Wkmer  R.  Bpaldtang.  who  bore  the  Impressive 
t.tle  of  "Postmastar-Oeneral  of  British  Co- 
lumbia."  This  was  before  the  union  of  the 
Grown  Colony  of  Ihitlsh  Columbia  with  that 
of  Vancouver  Island.  After  that  union  he 
sipMd  hlpueU  as  "Postmaster  of  British  Co- 
lumbia." He  was  sueeeedcd  by  V.  B.  Tail,  who. 
under  Confederation,  became  the  first  post- 
master of  New  Weetmiiiitei.  IBs

Gold  Rush  and  After 

THB  first  really  serious  efforts  at  postal  de- 
velopment in  British  Columbia  wc-.-e 
brought  about  by  the  heavy  influx  of  people  at 
the  time  of  the  excitement  due  to  the  finding 
of  gold  hiihe  Ftaser  River  and  the  Cariboo. 


In  IIM  gold  was  found  at  Hills  Bar,  near 
Yale,  on  the  Vtaser,  and  Yale  became  a  thriv- 
ing town,  while  Victoria,  as  entrepot  for  the 
mUiers.  grew  at  one  |>ound  from  a  sleepy 
Colonial  village  into  a  bustling  tent-strewn 
city,  with  all  the  feverish  excitement  and 
picturesque  disorder  brought  abOu.t  by  a  rov- 
ing and  soOMwhat  lawless  crew  of  miners, 
mostly  *'Forty-Niners,"  from  Calif on^.  Prac- 
tically the  whole  population  of  Baa  Ftanclsoo 
moved  en  masse  to  the  new  Eldorado,  and  the 
population  of  Victoria  grew  to  about  thirty 
thousand,  mostly  housed  In  tents.  Bo  powsr- 
ful  was  the  deslr?  to  get  to  the  go^dfleld-^  that 
valuable  comer  lots  on  the  principal  streets  of 
San  madsoo  were  soM  fbr  a  mere  soac  la 

order  that  their  owners  might  get  awav  Many 
of  these  gold  seei^ers  lulled  to  acquire  riclies; 


succeeded  'beyoad  their 

dreams:  the  n>ajorlty  returned.  dLsuUusloned, 
but  many  remained  to  make  good  citizens  in 
their  now  home. 

The  advent  of  the.se  people  necessitated  in- 
creased postal  facilities,  and  the  resources  of 
the  cotonlste  wsre  sorely  etnUned  lb  oMot  the 
emergency.  But  soon  regular  steamboat  oon- 
nectlon  with  San  Francisco  was  establhhed. 
and  aaU  from  Orelt  Britain  and  the  Bsslem 

States  was  conveyed  thereby. 

The  Mainland,  which  had  hitherto  been 
scaioaliat  vagu^  known  as  "Wew  Oaledonle,'* 

was  now  constituted  a  .separate  Crown  Colony 
under  the  name  of  British  Columbia,  and  mall 
routes  were  eetabliihed,  prtneipaHy  by  means 
of  the  stage  coaches  run  by  the  express  com- 
panies which  soon  sprang  into  existence;  so 
that  gradually  the  authorities  wtre  able  to 
lope  with  the  situation. 

From  Hill's  Bar,  near  Yale,  the  prospectors 
moved  on  to  the  Qoesnel  River,  and  soon 
"The  Cariboo"  became  the  cry  Find  after 
find  carried  the  gold  seekers  farther  lyfleld. 
and  camps  and  new  settlements  demanded 
Bure  and  better  postal  servke. 

What  Mailing  Cost 

vvrrHEN  Vancouver  Island  and  the  Main- 
W  land  were  separate  Crown  Colonies,  each 
had  its  own  postal  system  and  postage  stamp, 
and  many  of  the  latter  are  now  if  fliat  rarify 
and  considerable  value.  The  first  stampa  were 
issued  in  1861.  and  both  Colonies  continued  to 
Issue  the  various  denominations  until  Con- 
federation, when  the  balance  remaining  on 
hand  were  destroyed;  hence  the  scarcity  of 
issues.    In  the  OolOBy  of  British  Oe-

lumbia.  prior  to  the  union  with  Vaacouver 
Island,  the  charge  foi  ruling  a  letter  from 
New  Westmlnste:  lu  *^u.  .i.ii  wa.s  Uiree  shil- 
llcs-).  and  to  Ulloet  one  shilling  and  Sve- 
pence.  In  1888  it  cost  25c  to  .send  a  letter  to 
hntland  and  the  same  amount  to  send  one  to 


Tho  develo|)mcnt  of  postal  facUlUes  In  the 
interior  of  the  provmce  is  inextricably  bound 
up  with  the  story  of  the  express  companies 
which  operated  .so  sur<  i-ssfully  in  the  mining 
days  of  the  Fracer  and  the  Cariboo.  Billy 
Balleu  was  the  pioneer  expressman,  and  he 
was  closely  followed  by  P.  J.  Barnard  and  nu- 
merous others.  Ballou  had  gained  consider- 
able experience  ift  Ms  line  of  business  in  the 
California  g<<ld  rush,  and  In  June,  1858,  he 
established  «the  first  express  service  between 
Vietorla  and  the  Fras^r  River  mines,  even 
going  as  far  as  Kamloops,  or  "Fort  Thompson." 
as  It  was  then  called.  On  th^  trips  the  gold 
carried  was,  (rf  oourse.  the  main  consideration, 
mall  matter  necessarily  taldns  a  secondary 
place;  but  the  poetal  service  rendered  was  re- 
markably efficient.  F.  J.  Barnard  established 
the  first  thcrem^  rtflahle  eervloe.  however, 
when  in  July.  1882.  the  Oovernor  called  for 
teijders  for  the  mail  service  to  Wlilianis  Lake 
and  way  points;  Barnard  obtained  the  con- 
tract Letters  for  point,s  be>-ond  WilUlam.s 
Lake  went  by  express  at  express  rates.  As  the 
saying  wsat: 

"Your  letter  came  by  the  expre.ss — 
Eight  ehlUlng.s  carriage — nothing  less" 

Barnard  continued  to  operate  his  bu&incEs 
successfully,  and  after  a  determined  struggle^ 

for  the  supremacy,  Ballou  retired  from  the 
field,  his  money  gone  and  his  health  broken. 
Hm  picturesque  days  tX.  the  Cariboo  trail,  the 
pold  rush  and  the  slx-hor.se  stage  conch'^.s  are 
gone,  but  the  mail  service,  adapted  to  greatly 
changed  cireumstanoes.  remains  to  serve  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  district 

When  the  gold  fever  died  down,  agricultural 
settlement  and  the  opening  of  the  rallway.s 
brought  about  more  .stnblo  conditions,  and 
though  the  providing  of  mail  services  pre- 
sented many  problems,  the  days  of  picturesque 
romance  were  largely  over.  To  tlio.'^  v  Mo  li  r  e 
eyes  ,to  see.  however,  the  postal  service  lias  had 
more  marvelous  and  romantic  poesibiHties 
than  at  present,  and  its  grip  on  the  iiulse  of 
the  race  dally  beconMs  more  vital,  for  it  u 
more  than  ever  oomtngled  with  the  hopes 
and  fean,  the  Joys  aai  gMOM  af  n» :

Tbass-Aya  raised  her  voice  in  a  peouliariy 
monotonous  wail: 

"We  ara  wIsMng  and  hoping  for  deer  lor 
our  tribe,  for  no  sickness  and  for  good  luck  in 
fighting.  Whatever  Is  In  the  prayer,  that  Is 
what  the  Shaman  wanted  (or  his  people,  and 
Often  In  the  prayer  he  wosttd  make  a  pleture 
•  of  the  .S^IrM  that  his  prayer  was  for 

"Now,  up  the  river  here  at  Nanaimo,  there 
Is  one  of  thOM  prayers,  and  Joe-Bi  wUl  diow 
you  another  he  knows  of.  but  we  must  wait 
until  the  warm  days  cQipc,  ihen  we  will  take 
the'canoe  iaaifia  ie  it'* 

»he  knitted  fbr  a  whHe  wtthout  ^MaUat. 
then: 

"X  can  tdl  yea  a  story  about  the  man  who 
made  those  pictures  up  the  river.  He  was  a 
very  good  Shaman,  and  (or  many,  many  da)-s 
he  worind  hard  awkhw  that  praytr  to  bring 
good  luck  to  his  ti4be. 

"This  man  Sch-Weys  had  a  wife  and  one 
aon.  a  bey  of  aheot  fourteen  years,  and  they 
lived  along  the  beach  nearer  to  the  river. 

"One  day  Sch-Weys  came  home  aiMl  told 
his  fhalty:  1  hear  a  lei  ef  taBi  from  all  i 
have  met  today  about  some  stranger  coming 
thU  way.  Some  say  tt  U  a  thtag.'  aooie  say  a 
man,  and  it  calk  IteeU  Ry-Alts.  it  h  auk- 
inr  y  lot  of  trouble,  changing  things.  We 
mu.st  look  out  (or  it.  for  if  It  oosass  this  way. 
I  mvM  d8U  with  Ik' 


"Before  I  tell  you  more. '  said  Tsass-Aya,  "I 
must  spsakqfanoUier  thing.  In  those  days  whm 

the  iwple  wanted  to  roast  fl.sh  or  a  bit  of 
meat,  they  took  stlclu,  made  them  very  sharp 
and  round  and  smooth,  so  that  could  be  run 

tlirougli    the    fl.sii    and  i  ;  t;ick    In  the 

ground  before  the  firs.  Some  people  still 
have  thoee  sticks  and  use  them,  and  the  name 
for  theai  Is  '<M(ardfr-Ah.' 

Sings  Fishing  Song 

"Oas  day  Sch-Weys  said  to  his  boy.  'I  am 

going  out  to  catch  some  flounders;  you  stay 
close  to  your  home,  snd  if  that  stranger 
comes,  bring  him  to  ths  beach  and  can  me: 
but  before  you  come  to  the  bench  run  and  get 
two  Gkards-Ah  and  bring  them  with  you.' 

"Now.  just  out  In  front  of  Sch-Weys'  home 
was  a  good  fl.shlng  placo  for  flounders,  so,  tak- 
ing his  small  canoe,  the  man  paddled  out  a 
little  way  singing  his  flsUag  soiw  that  the 
Voloe  had  told  htan  ai  he  went: 

"Ah,  fish!    I  .Sch-Weys  am  here  to  get  you! 
Many  fish  must  I  have  to  feed  my  people. 
For  I.  Sch-Weys,  am  a  great  fisherman. 
I.  Sch-Weys,  must  get  yott  taday.  flsh. 

Ah-hhr.' " 

Rocking  back  and  forth  in  her  chair, 
Tmss-Aya   chanted   the   fisherman's  song, 

beatiuk:  ilmo  on  her  knoos  with  the  sweater 
She  was  knitting,  her  wooden  needles  clicking 
a  soft  accompaniment  to  the  weird  tune. 

"Sch-Weys  had  been  fishing  about  one  hour, 
when  a  strange  man  came  out  from  the  trees 
and  walked  to  where  the  boy  sat  beside  his 
home. 

"  Are  you  alons?'  asksd  the  aaaa.  'Have

Thte 
girl  was  to  marry  a  big  chief  from  another 
place  and  she  did  not  want  to  leave  her  own 
people,  so  her  four  rnides  came  and  tried  to 
coax  her!  Ah,  that  is  a  very  nice  story,  bu*  I 
must  not  tell  you  more,  not  until  Jo-Sb  Quen- 
Xsthen  can  show  you  the  stones,  then  we  can 
sit  in  the  canoo  and  talk.* 

"I  thanked  the  kindly  old  woman  and,  who 
knows,  one  of  these  fine  Summer  da>'s  I  may 
find  myself  setting  forth  with  Tmsa-Aya  and 
Quen-Esthon  in  their  oanoe  to  view  tfio  stone 
figures  of  Newcastle  Island— or  Cly-Altw— and 
ta  hear  the  legends  oonoemfaig  them."

IN  the  heart  of  London's  business  world  is 
the  "Little  Ship  Club, '  a  haven  where  the 
760  memlMrs,  bronzed  and  cheery  men  and 
fresh-faced  girls— in  their  dally  lives  they  are 
insuranee  men,  shipping  clerks,  stockbrokers, 
typists  and  bank  clerks— oome  to  learn  all 
about  spinnakers  and  malnshects.  cleats  and 
gaffs,  figure-of -eight  knots  and  rolling  hitches, 
and,  in  fact,  all  that  appertains  to  the  art  of 
sailing  and  motor  boating. 

One  night  a  week  at  the  club  is  given  over 
to  knotting,  splicing  and  rigging,  when  Higley 
Halllday,  a  naval  archit-^ct.  and  the  club's 
honorary  Instructor,  demonstrates  the  mys- 
teries of  the  bowline  and  the  Sheepshank,  and, 
by  menn.s  of  the  fiill-.sl/^d  CUtter  rig  orootod 
at  one  end  of  the  club  room,  showj  how  one 
nuiy  reduce  sail  or  spUee  a  wtre.

The 
ostler's  bell  is  still  there— snd  still  u.sed.  \ao— 
as  well  a*  some  fsaiaqaae  looking  pistols  which 
the  guard  of  the  coach  brandlshsd  to  seeiw  aff 
hlghwnvmen  on  Streatham  Common 

The  Oeorge  is  not  far  from  where  Shake- 
spearera  OMha  TheaiheVMad  ib  be.  and  nary 
year  on  the  poet's  birthday  one  of  his  plays 
Is  performed  In  the  old  courtyard,  when  once 
asain  the  gaUerlee  are  crewied  with  eager 
spectators.

a  man  of  great  determination,  oourage  and 
leadership.  His  was  a  tremendous  responsi- 
bility when,  his  superior  passing  away,  he  was 
left  in  sole  charge  of  the  establishment— and 
for  years  he  occupied  the  pest,  a  tribute  In-, 
deed  of  the  high  regard  in  which  he  was  held 
by  the  company.  His  career  throughout  his 
long  life,  as  fort  coounander.  fur  factor,  legis- 
lator, Ma]ror  of  Victoria  and  as  a  citizen  in- 
terested in  every  movement  for  the  public 
<|ood  marked  him  as  an  outstanding  man. 
Quiet  of  speech,  with  a  courteous  but  deter- 
mined manner,  he  never  sought  the  limelight. 
After  the  headquarters  Of  the  Company  were 
shifted  from  Fort  Vancouver  to  Fort  Victeria, 
Pinlayson  was  overshadowed  by  the  presence 
of  his  superior,  Douglas,  not  only  as  a  senior 
oCOcer  In  the  fur  trade,  but  as  Governor. 
Nevertheless,  Victoria  owes  a  great  debt  to  the 
quiet  but  efficient  Scot,  who  could  Justly  be 
called  "The  Builder"  of  Victoria,  even  as 
Douglas  is  called  "The  FouiMler"  of  the  place. 

Fort  Victoria,  according  to  Jame.s  Deans,  an 
early  writer,  was  constructed  by  Pinlayson.  on 
orders  of  Douglas,  without  the  use  of  a  single 
iron  nail.  Wooden  pegs  w^  uiMd,  and  that 
they  served  the  purpose  was  evidenced  by  the 
fact  that  the  buildings  stood  for  many  years. 
^  Deans,  who  came  to  Victoria  in  185S,  gave 
the  following  description  of  the  fort  as  he 
found  It,  and  it  may  be  assumed  that  no  radi- 
cal changes  had  been  made  In  the  ten  years 
since  it  was  estahUshed: 

"The  bastions  were  of  hewn  logs,  some 
thirty-five  feet  in  height,  and  were  connected 
by  palisades,  about  twenty  feet  high.  Wlthbi 
the  palisades  were  the  stores,  numbered  (rom 
one  to  five,  and  a  blacksmith's  shop,  besides  a 
dining-hall,  cookhouse  and  chapel.  The 
ground,  to  the  extent  of  an  acre,  was  cleared 
and  enclosed  by  a  palisade  forming  a  s<iuare. 

"On  the  north  and  south  comers  was  a  tower 
containing  sia  or  sight  pieces  of  ordnance. 
The  north  tower  served  aa  a  prlsoa.  the  south 
one  (or  firing  salutes.

were  main  gateways,  each  having  a 
little  door  to  let  people  out  or  in  after  hours. 
On  the  right,  entering  by  the  front,  or  south, 
gate,  was  a  cottage  in  which  was  the  post- 
oOloe.  It  was  kspt  by  an  ofheer  of  the  eem- 
l.'any,  a  Captain  Sangster  Next  in  order  was 
the  smithy.  Next,  and  first  on  the  jiouth  side, 
was  a  large  store  houel,  la  which  fish-oil.  etc. 
were  stored  away.  Nest  eame  the  carpenter's 
shop.  ';iase  to  this  was  a  large  room,  pro- 
vldsd  wiJi  bunks,  for  the  eiempanyls  mea  to 
sleep  in  Next,  and  last  on  that  side,  was  a 
larg>r  building,  a  sort  of  barracks  for  new  ar- 
rivaLi.  Between  this  comer  and  the  «aet  gate 
were  the  chaiwl  and  ohapI)*ln'.s  houss. 

"On  the  other  side  of  the  gate  WSS  a  large 
building  which  served  aa  a  dlaiag-reohi  for 
the  ofnoors;  sdjoinlag'  this  were,  .the .  aaeh- 

hoQse  and  pantry. 

"On  the  fourth  aide  was  a  doMMe  row  of 
buildings  for  .storing  fn  .s  previous  to  shipment 
to  England,  and  goods  before  taking  their 
place  in  the  tradtaig  store.  Behtaid  theie  stores 
was  a  fireproof  bulloing,  used  as  a  magazine 
(or  storing  gunpowder.  On  the  lower  comer 
was  anotbsr  eottafe.  hi  whMh  hvad  FhUayeea 
^and  hU  family,  who  wa.s  then  OMef  nietor. 

"On  the  other  sld«  of  the  front,  or 
gate  was  the  flagetaff  aai  hstfry.  Hw 
tral  part  of  the  enclofttire  was  open,  and  was 
always  kept  dean.  Through  this  enclosure

Indian  Attack 

THE  early  years  of  Port  Victorla'a  eaUtenee 
were  not  without  excitement,  and  on  r.ie 
occasion  the  songhee  and  ^owlchan  Indians 
attacked  the  place. 

At  that  time  the  .Songheo  viIIik'''  '^.i-  .'i  u- 
ated  on  the  waterfront,  not  far  from  the  end 
of  the  present  Johnson  Street. 

The  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  de.sirou.s  <  r 
developing  (arms  on  the  broad  acres  of  whicii 
James  Douglas  had  so  favorably  reported,  for- 
warded cattle  from  the  Columbia  River.  T!ie 
Indians  seised  several  animals  and  killed  them. 

Pinlayson  demanded  payment  (or  the  bea.'^ts 
and  this  was  indignantly  refused.  Tzouhalem, 
a  notorious  Cowlchan  chief,  was  visiting  the 
Songhees  at  the  time,  and  he  Incited  the  local 
Indians  to  attack  the  place. 

Por  many  hours  they  kept  up  an  intermit- 
tent fire  St  the  pickets  of  the  stockade.  Pin- 
layson would  permit  no  reply  in  kind.  When, 
at  last,  he  knew  that  their  ammunition  \'  .-^s 
almost  expended,  he  called  to  the  Indians  and 
upbraided  them  for  their  fooUshncM.  He 
pointed  out  thai  he  could  destroy  them  all 
with  the  big  guiiA  of  the  fort,  if  he  desired. 
They  did  not  believe  him. 
.  "Look,  chief. "  he  called;  "look  at  your 
houses."  He  had  sent  a  man  out  by  the  back 
gate  to  clear  the  women  and  children  out  of 
thc^ig^  village,  and  this  having  been  ac- 
compHMi.  l>e  ordered  the  cannon  to  be  fired. 
The  Indians  had  no  idea  of  the  devastating 
character  of  heavy  guns.  A  hall  of  scrap  Iron 
and  balls  crashed  Uirough  the  flimsy  cedar 
huts,  btasting  them  to  pieces.  That  was 
enough.  Tlie  Indians  begged  (or  peace,  and 
of  coiuae  it  was  granted,  on  condition  that  pay- 
ment was  made  for  the  stolsn  eatfle. 

Constant  vigilance  had  to  be  malntalnod  ni 
those  early  days,  (or  on  other  occasions  tiie  In- 
dians became  surly.  .  Then  too,  the  fierce 
Yucultas  and  fighting  Haklas  from  far  up  the 
Coast  made  periodic  excursions  to  the  white 
man's  new  fort,  aad  roqulred  additional  pre-  . 
cautions.  Indian  warfare  between  the  '>  vis  - 
tors  and  the  local  tribesmen  often  blazed  aboul 
the  fort,  while  strlfs  fiamed  and  massacre 
took  place  between  the  Songhees  and  villagers 
from  across  the  Straits  of  Juan  de  Puca.  ^

About  the  Sikhs 

THERE  are  in  British  Columbia  a  number 
of  Sikhs.  Not  many,  even  of  grown 
people,  know  much  about  these  people.  This 
short  article  taken  from  The  Children's 
NOwmwper,  ia  interesting  and  the  informa- 
tion It  ooHtalna  may  be  relied  on: 

The  Sikhs,  a  Hindu  community  founded 
In  the  Punjab  some  five  centuries  ago,  liave 
been  floddnt  to  gaae  upon  one  of  the  hlatorla 
manuscript  bo<^  of  'their  faith,  exposed  to 
view  at  the  residence  of  the  Guru,  their 
spiritual  chief,  at  Kartarpur,  near  Amrttsar. 

Thi.s  book,  known  ar,  the  Adl  Oranth.  was 
written  by  Arjan,  the  fifth  Ghiru,  and  it  is 
said  that  only  two  man  have  read  It. 

The  Sikhs  were  originally  a  religious  eom- 
munity  founded  by  Baba  Nanak,  who  was 
bom  in  1400.  Nanak  dlacarded  idolatry, 
casta  and  superstition,  preaching  the  exist- 
ence of  one  spiritual  Ood  and  advocating  a 
higher  moral  life.  The  work  Sikh  meaiw 
dlsdple.  and  the  group  of  Nanak's  followers 
has  now  grown  to  over  three  million 

On  his  death,  the  Uurus,  or  chief  priests, 
became  the  leadera  of  the  Slkha,  and  one 
cf  the  most  famous  of  these  was  the  man 
who  wrote  this  book.  He  also  built  the 
temple  ia  the  great  tank  hla  father  had  lAMie 
at  Amritsar  in  the  sixteenth  century. 

As  their  numbers  grew,  the  Sikhs,  who  are 
Jats  by  race,  adopted  a  military  organisation, 
wl  '"h  formed  independent  states  as  the  great 
Mogul  power  waned  duUng  the  alghtomth 
century.

Wool  and  Its  Manufacture 

ARE  there  many  Oanadlaaa  living  who 
have  .seen  a  grandn)other  .spinning  wool 
or  flax  from  a  dlstall  held  m  her  hand?  Among 
the  Highland  Scotch  people  who  first  came 
to  Canada  that  was  not  an  uncommon  «lght. 
The  little  spinnmg  wheel,  now  regarded  as 
a  curloalty,  came  later  and  waa  a  great  llght- 
ener  of  Iab<nr. 

For  thousands  "nd  thousands  of  years  wool 
was  clipped  from  the  sheep  and  made  into 
clothing  for  fathers  and  mothers  and  their 
children.  Abel,  the  son  of  Adam,  we  are  told, 
was  a  keeper  of  sheep  Al!  through  the  his- 
tory of  the  Israelites  we  read  of  shepherds 
and  their  flocks  till  the  night  more  than  nine- 
teen hundred  years  ago  when  the  shepherds 
watching  their  flocks  by  night  heard  the 
angels'  .song  of  peace  *oa  earth,  good  will  to- 
ward men. 

Spinning  and  weaving  were  the  most  an- 
cient of  arts.  Tlipy  were  known  in  Egypt  and 
the  Oreek  women  of  whom  Homer  tells  us 
wove  garments  for  thoae  they  loved.  In  the 
book  of  Proverbs  we  read  of  the  virtuous 
woman  who  seeketh  wool  and  flax,  and 
worketh  wlUhigly  with  her  hdnda.  She  layath 
her  hand.s  to  the  aplndlo,  and  bar  hands  hold 

the  distafT. 

In  Eastern  lands  tlie  flocks  were  tended 
with  the  greataat  ekre.  *  PamlUea  and  whole 

triber;  moved  from  place  to  place  that  their 
flocks  might  be  fed.  There  the  shepherd  led, 
not  drove,  the  docile  creatures.  One  of  the 
most  beautiful  of  psalma  telle  how  he  loved 

and  tended  ilirm. 

In  later  days  Uierc  was  no  country  in  Eu- 
rope and  scarcely  a  county  in  Great  Britain 
but  had  Its  favorite  breed  of  sheep.  Even  in 
Shetland  and  Iceland,  those  far  northern  isles, 
sheep  furnish  wool  to  be  made  Into  tiie  fie  est 
of  garments  by  women's  skill. 

In  England  it  is  believed  that  the  arts  9t 
spinning  and  weaving  were  llrat  taught  tha 
people  by  the  Roman.s  who  conquered  the 
country.  When  William  the  Conqueror  eame, 
his  Queen  brought  over  some  Ftemlah  weavera. 
In  the  reign  of  Edward  III  Dutch  weavers 
were  brought  to  Bogland  to  make  doCb  from 
English  wool. 

At  a  later  time  thousands  of  French  Protaa* 

tant  weavers  driven  from  their  own  country 
by  persecutton  established  not  only  woolen  but 
silk  manufaeturea.  Bvor  ainae  Oraat  Britain 
has  supplied  many  other  countries  With  woolen 
goods.  Her  own  flocks  of  sbaap  have  not  pro- 
duced enough  fine  wool  to  supply  her  loania. 

Spain  .sent  hrr  merino  wool  for  fine  goods. 
Australia's  great  pastures  have  for  nearly  a 
hundrad  years  sen^vast  quantltlea  of  weOI  to 
I/'cds  and  other  woolen  manufacturing  cities. 
India  and  South  Africa,  as  well  as  South 
America,  have  had  a  ahare  In  the  tmdt. 

There  is  a  great  deal  to  learn  about  sheep 
and  shepherds  of  the  past.  Whether  Canada, 
and  especially  British  Columbia,  can  In  future 
supply  her  own  needs  and  aead  wool  to  the 

Mother  Country  is  something  young  people 
may  think  about.  Perhapa  OUT  mountain  sheep 
may  give  a  ktet.

The  perennial  border  Is  so  well  established 
in  tto  good  graoee  of  gardenera  ttot  It  is  hard 
to  imagine  a  garden  without  one.  It  should 
not  be  less  than  three  feet  wide  at  the  nar- 
rowest point  nor  more  tton  ten  feet  at  the 
widest.  A  background  of  erergretns  improves 
a  perennial  border  during  the  aeasoi^  of 
and  makes  it  Interesting  in  the  Wmtei 
when  the  flowers  are  over. 


and  do  these  well  rattier  tton  attempt  tOO 
many.  on«  feature  well  constructed  and 
planted  is  ever  so  much  batter  than  a  whole 
lot  of  featursa  badly  doM  and  ,ealy  tolf 
kMked  after. 

One  will  get  along  much  totter  if  one  makes 
a  plan  of  tto  Whola  garden  and  follows  it  to 
the  letter.  If  one  does  not  do  this,  one  is  apt 
to  to  in  a  muddle  from  start  to  finish.  Mate 
up  your  mkaA  aa  to  wtot  you  want  and  then 
work  out  the  plan.  It  will  be  fo\md,  perhaps, 
that  there  are  some  features  already  In  exist- 
ence, such  as  a  good  tree  or  an  outcropping  of 

rock  thst  will  l^nd  themselves  to  the  design. 
If  this  ia  the  ca^e,  work  in  these  features  and 
aate  tto  plan  in  aueh  a  way  that  It  will  re- 
tehra  arouBd  ttom. 

About  Paths  ^ 

A WORD  about  path.s  None  of  the.se 
should  to  without  a  purpose— leading 
nawhare.  You  wUl  need  sulBelant  patto  to 
take  you  within  reasonable  reach  of  all  the 
main  features,  beds  and  borders.  U  possible, 
tava  iia.atralffht  paths,  but  tova  a  reason  for 
the  curves.  That  is.  if,  for  Instance,  you  want 
a  path  to  eurva  In  a  certain  direction,  plant 
a  ahmb  in  such  a  way  ttot  tto  path  will  have 
to  cune  to  (ret  by  it  Make  your  curves  bold 
and  you  will  find  that  it  will  add  an  impres- 
sion of  greater  space  and  enable  you  to  see 
the  beauty  of  features  that  otherwise  might 
be  hidden.

SOimnnif  AAorta  haa  more  tlHad  land- 
owner.-, than  perhaps  any  other  part  of 
the  North  American  continent.  It  i«  tto 
meeting  plaoa  of  priaoes,  barona  and  counts. 
Here  live  men  and  women  of  culture  and  re- 
finement, not  in  feudal  castles,  but  as  farmers, 
andaueooHful  fanners  tat  tto  bavgnhu 

Tton  are  those  who  own  farma  and  live 
In  flurope  and  others  wto  farm  ttoir  own 
land.  In  the  former  class  Is  tto  Prince  of 
whIc.v,  who  hAs  four  thousand  aorsa  in  the 
High  River  district,  the  famous  E.P.  ranch. 
There  are  Lord  and  Lady  Arbuthnot,  farmers 
till  news  came  that  ttoy  had  succeeded  to  the 
title  and  Lord-Lieutenantshlp  of  Kincardine- 
shire. The  Earl  of  Minto,  a  former  Oovemor- 
Oanaral  of  Canada,  Lord  Abwdsan  and  the 
Duke  of  Sutherland  are  other  peers  who  have 
farms  in  Western  Canada,  but  live  across  the 
Atlantic. 

At  the  end  of  tlic  Oirat  War  canio  influx 
Of  titled  men.  some  with  money  and  some 
without,  whoae  aoutas  had  toan  eenflaeatad 
by  new  governments  or  who  had  lost  all  as  a 
result  of  the  many  years  of  warfare.  Many 
of  these  tova  surmounted  all  dUBcultles.  and 
are  now  farming  successfully  In  this  regal  dis- 
trict. Some  of  these  have  tocome  known  as 
titled  men,  but  there  are  many  throughout 
Western  Canada  refugees  of  Russia  and  Bal- 
kan countriee,  whose  Identity  wlU  probably 
never  to  known. 

TWO  Mungarlan  noMsman,  tto  Barona  Joseph 
and  Andre  Qsavoasy.  anivrrl  in  Southern 
Alberta  in  ItM,  after  they  liad  searched  the 
ands  ef  tto  earth  for  a  place  to  settle.  Per  a 
while  Xhty  had  tried  Kenya  Golony,  British 
last  Africa,  but  found  it  wanting.  They 
eaoM  to  Oanad»%  laak  arauad  and  atayad  an 
a  Mstaea^windfad  acre  fam  that  ttoy  bought 
at  onoa. 

With  them  oame  four  famOies  who  had 
once  baea  feudal  tenants  on  their  vast  estates 
In  Hungary.  Tto  snd  of  tto  war  saw  these 
estates  turned  over  to  Rumania.  Being  un- 
able to  live  under  tto  new  flag,  the  hrothars 
aold  their  land  and  buildings,  intent  on  find- 
ing a  new  home.  When  they  came  to  Canada 
these  four  families  of  retainers  were  sent  for. 
with  the  Intention  that  a  similar  system  of 
tenantry  as  they  had  baan  aocustomed  in 
eouM  to  sot  «p  la 


pteaaure,  atowlng  ttot  even  former 

cavalry  ofBcers  can  be  pilots. 

Just  nortl)  of  Edmonton  at  Fort  Saskat- 
Chawan  Is  tto  ranch  of  Lord  and  Lady  Rod- 
ney, descendants  <i'  ^  al  Rodney  who  de- 
feated the  French  fleet  off  Jamaica  in  1782. 
For  this  the  Rodney  family  received  an  an- 
nuity of  $10,000  till  Uie  present  tillcholders 
settled  hi  Canada  in  1920.  shortly  after  the  an- 
nuity had  been  commuted  into  one  limip  sum. 
Knowing  nothing  of  farming,  the  peer  and 
his  wife  hired  out  as  farmhands,  keeping  their 
Identity  concealed.  Wton  they  felt  they  knew 
enough,  they  tought  their  land,  and  aow  aup- 
ply  cream  and  milk  for  the  hospitals  of  Ed- 
monton, while  Lady  Rodney  raises  several 
hundred  turkeys  a  year.

ON  Ught.  sandy  soU  it  la  now  possible  to 
plant  your  earu  <  ro\i  potatoes.  Place 
the  seed  piece.s  &buut  fifteen  Inches 
apart  and  cover  about  four  inches  deep. 
Shallower  planting  wmild  bring  tto  crop  too 
near  the  surface  ttau  dUM.-  portions  of  the 
tubers  to  sunburn  and  turn  green.  Cultiva- 
tion shouU  begin  soon  after  the  seed  is  plant- 
ed. Bndeavor  to  go  over  the  ground  weekly 
with  a  cultivator  or  hoe  and  keep  the  top  aaU 
looii  and  pitvant  waada  fnai  trdwlaf. 

A$paragiit  Beds 

THE  methods  of  making  asparagus  beds 
differ  according  to  aoMl  and  ditaatlon.  on 
Ught.  sandy  soils  the  beds  are  ttkm  gtot  to  tto 
depth  ot  about  four  inches  and  tto  aubaoU  iB 
enriched  with  well-decayed  manure.  Two 
Inches  of  the  tofi  soil  is  then  returned  and 
made  firm  and  the  young  plants  or  crowns  are 
placed  in  position.  A  bed  of  average  else  ia 
four  feat  wide  and  the  crowns  are  planted  in 
tluaa  rows  fifteen  inches  ap.\rl.  Having  phwed 
the  crowns  In  position,  scatter  the  soil  over 
them  carefully.  On  heavy  soils  it  is  not  ad- 
M.^abio  1^)  diR  out  the  .soil  when  making  tto 
beds.  Tto  ground  stoukl  to  trenched  and  mil 
manured,  and  a  lltoral  quantity  of  mortar 
i-ubble  or  similar  matter  mixed  with  it  to  pro- 
ylda  dralxuge.  (laoe  tto  crowns  on  tto  sur- 
faoa  of  tto  trtneh  aad  oonr  ovar  to  a  depth 
of  als  Infthat, 

A.'iparagiw  grown  from  ."ieed  .should  not  be 
cut  for  three  years.  One-year-old  plants  are 
best  if  allowed  to  grow  for  one  year  tofore 

rutting.  Two-year  phnt.s  will  give  a  light  cut- 
tuig  thiA  year  and  can  be  cut  In  the  regular 
way  next  year.  In  April  of  each  year  give  the 
beds  a  dressing  of  .salt  at  the  rate  of  two 
ounces  per  square  yard  and  in  November  dress 
wHh  half  ^aoayad  manuta.

ALiioaTavaryparaoa  wto  haa  tried  toteh- 
ing  by  hens  know.-;  how  cranky  a  broody 
hen  can  to  when  she  likes,  and  vhta  the 
natural  maana  ot  Inautotlan  ara  faOowtd 

without  any  system  it  la  a  trylnR  ordeal,  but 
When  some  system  Is  followed  and  proper  ar- 
rangementa  made  boforehand,  the  work  Is 
much  le.vened  and  the  annoyance  almost  en- 
tirely done  away  with.  By  the  adoption  of  the 
fMl«*li|^  method  dhloto  oan  to  hatehad  by 
tona  with  comparatively  little  trouble,  few 
eggs  are  broken,  almost  perfect  control  is  ex- 
erdead  over  tto  sitting  tona.  By  taattng  twice, 
tto  nest-^  are  kept  full,  the  hens  brooding 
capacity  Increased  and  a  great  saving  is  nuule 
In  tto  wartc,  as  aboat  ont-half  hour  of  super- 
vision oBOo  a  diy  k  all  tba  tIaM  ttet  la  ta- 

qulred. 

When  a  hen  is  broody,  dust  her  well  vrlth 
dry  sulphur  or  Insect  powder  and  move  tor 
after  dark  from  the  nest  in  which  she  Is  sit- 
ting into  the  broody  neat.  Neat  boxes,  about 
twahra  Inchas  aquara.  can  to  arranged  around 
the  wslL'^  of  the  house,  and  if  necessary  they 
may  be  plied  up  one  on  top  of  the  other.  Bet- 
ter resalts  will  usually  to  obtained  by  keeping 
them  on  an  earth  floor,  but  if  lack  of  space 
makes  it  neceesary  to  place  them  one  on  top 
of  tto  Ottor,  phice  a  moirt  ipd  In  tto  bottom 
of  the  nest  and  shape  out  a  .'^haJlow  centra 
before  covering  with  a  layer  of  cut  straw  or 
hay.

A  colony  house 
makes  an  Ideal  place  for  thl.^  purpose  nr.  If 
such  Is  not  available,  a  box  atall  or  even  a  part 
of  the  poultry  honsa  win  answor,  but  tto  tons 
thai  are  Incubatlaff  ahould  be  separated  from 
the  rest  of  tto  fleek.  In  this  harnt  or  stall 
plaee  ttmto  water,  hard  grata  on  tto  floor  or 
in  a  hopper,  green  food  and  a  dust  bath  XW 
the  sltten  when  they  come  oS  tto  neata. 

Set  Several  Hens  at  Once 

IT  li  a  good  i»lan  to  atart  oevMml  haaa  at  tto 
same  time  so  that,  when  the  testing  Is 
done  and  tto  infertile  eggs  removed,  tto  eggs 
that  remain  oan  to  ddttblad  up  bnd  ghran 
fewer  hens.  Another  doublhig  up  ahould  take 
place  when  the  dead  garma  are  dlsoardad  at 
tto  aaeond  test.  Wton  tto  dhkka  tetoh  thay 
/■hould  be  put  with  as  few  hens  as  will  brood 
them  and  tto  ottor  haoa  put  took  lata  tto 
layli«  pen  or  Mt  iiatai.  With  this  ayatMi,  tto 
hens  are  under  control  and  the  work  rgiiMd 
to  tto  minimum.  It  Is  necessary  to  go  lata  tto 
heoaa  onoa  a  day  wton  tto  doors  to  tto  noau 
are  opened,  all  tons  (except  those  under  which 
tto  dddu  are  hatching)  are  taken  off  and  tto 
doan  closed.  There  should  to  plenty  of  feed 
and  drink,  ao  that  ail  the  fitters  can  get  wtot 
they  require.  They  should  also  get  a  dus'. 
toth.  and  in  from  ten  minutes  to  tolf  an  hour 
the  doors  to  the  nest  boxes  can  be  opened  dhd 
the  hens  sUeaed  to  return  to  the  neiits 

It  will  be  noticed  ttot  when  a  number  of 
toM  at*  uMd  «Mi  tMa  ayatom,  ta  aB  pnh- 

ablllty  each  hen  may  not  go  baick  on  to  tto 
nest  from  which  she  came,  nor  is  it  important 
ttot  sto  dbaald. 

Tto  teat «(  tto  dlfrercnt  hens'  bodlaa  varies 
ao  much  ttot  a  change  of  naat  timrtu  an 
ovenar  jaaeral  tempcraturf  tkaa  If  tto  tons 


kept  to  their  own  nests  throughout  tto  entire 
hatoh. 

Hens  May  Be  Changed 

SOME  hen.s  do  not  .sit  a.s  well  as  OthOM,  and 
it  Is  sometimes  an  advantage  to  lat  one 
ken  off  earlier  than  three  weeks,  while  others 
are  such  good  aitten  they  can  be  kept  hatch- 
ing for  four  or  five  weeto,  and  in  some  cases 
If  thoy  conUnue  to  sit  well  and  to  keep  in 
good  flesh  they  may  be  kept  at  work  even 
longer  tofore  they  arc  allowed  oft  with  chicks 
cr  put  back  into  laying  pens. 

Wliiln  tlir  hens  wrp  off,  take  a  careful  look 
over  the  nests  for  broken  eggs.  If  any  dam- 
age haa  bean  dona  tato  o0  ovary  broten  Shell 
and  If  the  conteKt.s  have  .smeared  the  other 
eggs  wash  ttom  with  lukewarm  water,  and  it 
flMiy  to  naeeasary  to  ranaw  tto  Utter. 


All  Hens  Not  Alike 

SOME  hens,  though  they  become  broody, 
seem  to  be  fickle  and  do  not  make  good 
altters.  Just  when  they  appear  to  to  getting 
down  to  bualnees  they  pick  up  and  leave. 
Others  are  so  clumsy  and  awkward  ttot  they 
will  break  almost  every  egg  In  the  nest.  It  is 
therefore  advisable  to  watch  tto  altters.  and 
if  any  hen  proves  unrallabla  put  another  in 
her  place  at  once. 

As  a  rule  only  hens  of  the  medium  or  large 
tireeds  should  be  used  for  incubation,  leg- 
horns and  similar  varieties,  though  they  may 
become  broody,  seldom  mato  satlsfaotory  slt- 
ten.  Hen.s  astially       better  than  pullets. 

Sverything  must  be  kept  perfectly  clean  and 
sanRaqr.  Clean  out  the  houaaa  at  laaat  avary 
week.  Put  in  fresh  water  every  dav  and  see 
that  tliora  la  plenty  of  whole  grain  and  a  good 
duat  bath  before  them  at  all  thnes.  If  mora 
than  one  hatch  is  being  taken  ofT,  clean  ou* 
and  dLsinfoet  tto  nest  after  each  hatch  and 
put  In  now  sod  and  freeh  ttttor.  GhUt  the  ton 

with  Insect  powder  before  piit.tlnir  her  In  the 
nest  and  a  day  before  leaving  the  nest  with 
tto  chlrksns. 


Silvery  or  Encrusted 
Alpine  Saxifrages 

TM£R£  are  few  more  true  or  more  toautl- 
ful  alpine  plants  than  the  eaxtfrages.  not 
only  In  respect  of  their  flowf  i.s,  but  of  their 
foUage  as  well.  They  are,  moreover,  wonder- 
fuQy  aeeommodattng  pianta. 

silvery  F>axifiages  are  the  malii.si.«y  of  the 
rock  garden,  and  are  probably  the  easiest  of 
an  to  grew  to  perfeotiOQ.  They  arc  charac- 
terized by  thick  and  flashy  foliage,  in  the  form 
of  mora  or  last  spoon-stopad  leaves,  set  close- 
ly together  In  starflsh-llke  rosettes.  Tto  edges 
of  the  leaves  are  beaded  more  or  less  with  sil- 
ver, and.  as  the  foliage  often  takes  on  Autumn 
tints,  and  the  beading  is  most  apparent  when 
tto  plants  are  not  in  bloom,  thr  e  .siiM  iy  M>rt-< 
are  ipeatally  attraeUve  during  winter.  Ttf 
flowars.  chiefly  white,  appear  in  early  Summer 
in  loose,  branching  sprays,  orlcrinatlng  In  a 

oantral  stem,  which  aprlnci  ttom  tto  ladi« 
vidual  roaettas.
